WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP)— CHARLES HARRIS 


The House passed a stop-gap bill 
today to extend controls over 
prices, wages and rents through 
July but to prohibit any more 
price rollbacks. 

The action, which had been ex- 
pected, complicated the procedure 
on the bill, because a measure to 
extend price, wage and rent con- 
trols eight months was passed by 
the Senate in a session that lasted 
until 4:02 a. m. today. The Senate 
measure would curb drastically, 
or possibly bar, any new price of 
rollbacks. 

Now the Senate must either ac- 
cept the House emergency bill or 
the House must agree to the Sen- 
ate bill befure midnigi:t tomorrow 
night or the preser.t Defense Pro- 
duction Act and the rent control 
program will expire. 

Senate Acceptance Likely 

It was expected the Senate 
would accept the House emergen- 
cy measure in time to keep the 
controls from expiring. 

House passage of the stop-gap 
bill was by a voice vote. Shortly 
before, the House had voted 232 
to 159 to add the no-rollback 
amendment. Then a motion to 
recommittee the bill was defeated 
on a standing bye vote of 250 
to 27. 

Continues Rent Control. 

The Alouse plans to consider 
the Senate’s more complicated 
bill next week. 

The temporary measure passed 
by the House also keeps in op- 
eration for another month the 
federal rent control program and 
the program for controlling im- 
ports of fats and oils.

Disagrees With P.S., Co. 
That Increased Service 
on Four Lines Was Un- 
successful. 


A demand for improved public 
transportation service was made 
today by Director of Public Utili- 
ties Conway B. Briscoe. : 

He disagreed with yesterday’s 
announcement by Public Service 
Co. that the result of increases in 
service on four lines during a 90- 
day test period showed the ex- 
periment to be a failure. 

“I think almost everyone will 
agree that there are some lines 
in the city where an increase 
in service is badly needed,” 
Briscoe asserted. “It’s our job 
as city officials to find these 
places and keep after the com- 
pany at least to try out in- 
creased service that appears to 
be justified. 

“I den’t say service should 
be deubled, but there are a lot 
of places where a 10- or 20-per 
eent increase could make a lot 
of difference.”

Downpour in Sedalia. 


(AP) — Destructive flood waters 
piled more misery today on the 
sodden states of Missouri and

general area, 14 inches of water 
flowed over Highway 10. Carroll- 
ton was cut off on three sides. 

This ‘morning a Kaskaskia river 
levee broke just north of Van- 
dalia, Ill., flooding thousands of 
acres of Fayette county farm 
lands. The city waterworks im- 
mediately cut off its supply of 
water to larger users, including 
laundries. Vandalia is 60 miles 
east of St. Louis. 

Meanwhile, at Sedalia, Mo., the 
central water supply was restored 
this morning to Sedalia’s 25,000 
population. It had been cut off 
shortly before noon yesterday 
when flood waters from Fiat 
Creek threatened the plant after 
a 1.17-inch rain. All users were 
warned to boil all drinking water 
until further notice. 

There were other reports of 
higher waters. 

A flash flood struck Newburg, 
Mo., early today sending water 
across the Frisco tracks into the 
residential area. The Frisco rail- 
road bridge across the Little 
Piney river was under water and 
all traffic over the St. Louis- 
Springfield line was halted. Sev- 
eral business buildings had a foot 
or more of water in them. 

In southeast Missouri a storm 
last night brought rainfall total- 
ing 3.21 inches in six hours. Low- 
er sections 6f Poplar Bluff were 
flooded because storm sewers 
were inadequate. Black river to- 
day was rising rapidly. 

Two Boys Drown In Floods. 

Two boys died yesterday in 
floodwaters, one at Mokane on 
the Missouri and the other near 
Chillicothe 6m the Grand river. 

“Hundreds of Missouri farm 
families havé moved out of their 
homes. Many highways and roads 
are closed. 

Train service has been curtailed 
in some sections. 

In Jefferson City, the Army 
Engineers assigned two motor- 
boats and three flatboats for pos- 
sible evacuation work. Although 
Jefferson City stands above the 
Missouri, a wide low valley just 
across the river was threatened. 
Several hundred persons live or 
work in the area. 

The greatest river in Kansas— 
the Kansas, or Kaw — and its 
tributaries caused the greatest 
concern at Junction City and 
Manhattan. Rising waters forced 
many families from their homes 
in Manhattan’s east side and east 
of Junction City. The worst 
floods of the year were expected 
at the two towns. 

Farther down the Kansas river 
at Topeka, National Guardsmen 
were on 24-hour duty along dikes 
protecting the capital city.

How far these instructions go is not yet made

. {Certainly the immediate purpose should be a 
cease-fire order, followed by a truce in which 
military and diplomatic issues cah be talked 
about, if indeed not settled.

‘ isin order. The Soviet record in the years since 


World War II justifies caution to the point of 
triple checking. Americans expect that. 

But here is a proposal, even though it comes 
from Russian Delegate Malik, which embraces 
substantially our own terms. It calls for the 
séttiement of nothing first. First comes the 
order to end the firing. After that come the 
issues of the Korean weér. 

Since this is the course Secretary Acheson 
stood on as recently as his testimony before the 
Senate hearing into the MacArthur dismissal the 
instructions to Gen. Ridgway should be brief 
and plain: invite the Communist generals to 
begin cease-fire and truce talks. 

Already, before there is any achievement of 
peace, the idea of halting the war is under attack. 
Voices are being raised in Congress, among them 
that of Senator Douglas of Illinois, to say that 
halting the war at the thirty-eighth parallel 
would be a “drawn battle.” 

President Truman himself, instead of speaking 
a strong word in behalf of a cease-fire order, has 
said that it would be almost disastrous if a 
truce resulted in a slow down of the nation’s 
defense efforts. 

Where the line is to be drawn, and how, what 
effect a truce would have on defense prepara- 
tions in the United States—these and other 
questions are irrelevant at this time. 

To say they are irrelevant now does not mean 
that they will not be important later. What 
counts now is sequence. Cease-fire first. Then 
the truce. Then all which comes after. 

When the U.N. comes to talking about terms 
will be time enough to make sure that the Com- 
munist aggressors are not better off than they 
were before.

Any hostilities 
from now on may mean needless loss of Ameri- 
can and U.N. lives. 
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Weighing Bell’s Thumb 

St. Louis telephone users would pay half of 
the rate increase being sought by Southwestern 
Bell in Missouri. That gives St. Louis cus- 
tomérs a particular Interest in the rate case, and 
a particular concern for a just decision by the 
Missouri Public Service Commission. 

In presenting its case, Southwestern Bell has 
suggested several ways of determining a fair 
return on its investment. Obviously, the two 
questions to be decided are “What is a fair rate 
of return?” and “What is the investment?” 

The simplest way to answer the second ques- 
tion is to find out how much money was actually 
invested in plant and equipment. That is the 
“original cost” formula, which most regulatory 
commissions now regard as the fairest way of 
figuring a rate base. 

In Missouri, utilities in the past have been 
permitted to include in their rate base not only 
what they actually invested, but part of the 
funds which their customers contribute each 
year to replace outworn and depreciated equip- 
ment. Most regulatory commissions regard this 
as manifestly unfair, and the Missouri commis- 
sion has shown signs of moving away from the 
formula. Southwestern Bell must suspect that 
the commission is about to adopt the “net base” 


‘formula, for it now wants to expand its net base. 


‘+ So the company suggests that if a net base 
is to be adopted, it should be figured not on 
the original cost but on something called “fair 
value.” Insofar as “fair value” includes sums 
which were not actually invested in plant and 
equipment, it would appear to be simply an- 
other way of weighing the company’s thumb on 
the scales of rate regulation. 

If it is unfair to include in the rate base a fic- 
tional item representing the depreciation re- 
serve, it seems equally unfair to include a fic- 
tional item representing “fair value” rather than 
actual cost of its property. Certainly costs of 
all equipment are now higher than they used 
to be. Utilities are entitled to earn a fair return 
on that portion of their ‘investment which has 
been made at these higher costs. The “original 
cost” formula permits them to do so, but prop- 
erly prevents them from pretending that all 
of their investment has been made at the in- 
flated costs applying only to part of_ it. 
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Floundering for Money 
It is amazing how inept the City Administra- 
tion can be in trying to solve its financial prob- 
lems. Its policy seems to be to trust to luck as 
long as possible. If luck is not enough, it looks 


or may not be warranted. But nobody can be 
sure until it is presented in the framework of a 
fair, over-all tax program. 

The officials at City Hall are entitled to cym- 
pathy. Municipal expenses are going up like all 
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applied in the case of farm 
products. But this was the general standard 
and it was widely recognized as a just standard. 

Now the Senate has decided that prices 
shall not be stabilized below the level they 
reached after six months of scare buying, in- 
ventory speculation and a seller’s market had 
sent them to record highs. It has decided that 
all the inequities of that period shall be frozen 
into the price structure. It has, in the words 
of Price Controller Michael V. DiSalle, voted 
to kill effective meat controls and to cripple 
the whole stabilization program. 

Senator Maybank and the Republican- 
southern Democratic coalition which supports 
him are seeking to carry their unashamed cam- 
paign for special interests one step further. Con- 
fronted with the possibility that planned roll- 
backs in shoes, clothing and some other manu- 
factures might go into effect next week under 
the existing law, they are fighting to forestall 
any stop-gap extension of the law which would 
permit these rollbacks. In short, they propose 
to protect profiteering clear across the board. 

The 61-t0-26 vote by which the Senate voted 
to kill price rollbacks is one to be thoughtfully 
studied. It means that for every Senator who 
favored effective stabilization of the cost of liv- 
ing, there were more than two Senators who 
opposed it. It shows that 25 Democrats and 36 
Republicans ‘including Kem of Missouri and 
Dirksen of Illinois) opposed effective stabiliza- 
tion, and that only five Republicans, with 21 
Democrats (including Hennings of Missouri and 
Douglas of Illinois) supported it. 

The five Republicans who departed from 
their party line, and voted to sustain rollbacks 
by retaining the pre-Korea price standard, were: 
Hendrickson of New Jersey, Ives of New York, 
Morse of Oregon, Saltonstall of Massachusetts 
and Smith of Maine. :

Some 
might be especially for the preservation of inter- 
esting phenomena, ag the small park many times 
proposed to save the giant Elephant Rocks at 
Graniteville. Some feature beautiful springs, like 
those at Big Spring and Alley. It is these latter 
and similar ones which might still be acquired 
and developed that could be made to serve the 
largest number of people. Here the cabin and 
lodge facilities should be greatly enlarged and 
more campgrounds developed for vacationists with 
trailers or tents, as has been done with tremen- 
dous success in almost all states except Missouri. 
Such development should be carefully planned so 
that, although camp and trailer sites could be 
properly supervised and “policed,” they would 
still allow the maximum amount of privacy for 
each vacationist. And this, in the large land areas 
surrounding the springs that are generally the 
central attraction, would offer little difficulty. 
Good hiking and horseback trails should be laid 
out and the park activities ‘organized, at least to 
some extent, under supervision of rangers and 
naturalists.

You'd Never Guess, Meeting the Harold 
Voises, That They're Veteran Perform- 
ers — They're on Shrine Circus Program

R. AND MRS. HAROLD 

VOISE look pretty mueh like 

any couple you might meet at 
a PTA meeting or a Kiwanis con- 
vention. Voise is short and 
chunky and usually has a stub of 
a cigar in the corner of his 
mouth. Mrs. Voise is a dignified 
woman with a pleasant manner. 
If you met the Voises along with 
a hundred other couples, they 
would be the last couple you'd 
pick to be artists on the flying 
trapeze. 

The Voises, who will be among 
the featured performers at the 
Shrine Circus, which opens at 
the Public School stadium to- 
morrow for a. five-day engage- 
ment, are unusual in two re- 
spects, as trapeze performers go. 
They're native Americans and 
their families have been for sev- 
eral generations, whereas the 
majority of trapeze performers 
come from Europe. And con- 
versely they’re a family act, 


‘ something which is nearly always 


true of European performers but 
seldom true of Americans. 

I dropped in to see the Voises 
in their trailer truck the other 


day, and learned a lot not only 


about them but about the flying 
trapeze generally; a part of the 
circus which has always fasci- 
nated me above anything else. 

Voise, I learned, was the same 
way as a boy. He was born and 
grew up in Saginaw, Mich., and 
when he went to the circus he 
sat through the rest of the stuff 
just waiting for the flying trapeze 
acts to begin. 

So you can imagine how he 
must have felt when some trapeze 
artists moved into the house next 
door to spend a winter, and set 
up a practice rig in the backyard. 
They had a couple of ‘boys just 
Harold’s age, and they taught 
him some tricks. Harold had a 
natural aptitude for the. work, 
along with a burning ambition, 
so the father of the troupe went 
to Harold’s father and said if 
Harold wanted to learn the busi- 
ness they’d take him, It was all 
right with Harold's father and 
more than all right with Harold, 
and that’s how he became a man 
on the flying trapeze. . 

Mrs. Voise, whose first name 
is Eileen, was born in Holyoke, 
Mass. Her mother was a bare- 
back rider and her father was an 
acrobat, but unlike most children 


of circus families, Eileen never 
so much as turned a handspring 
until she was 15 years old. It 
was then she decided she was 
going to be a trapeze artist and 
started training. 

It is at this point that all trails 
started leading to Bloomington, 
Ill. Bloomington, you may be as 
surprised as I was to learn, is 
the world capital of trapeze art- 
ists. Known, in fact, as “The 
Home of the Flying Acts.” 

Bloomington, the Voises told 
me, began to gain this somewhat 
esoteric fame back in 1915 
through a once-famous trapeze 
artist, the late Eddie Ward. Eddie 
came from Bloomington. After 
he had won fame himself with a 
flying act, he became a sort of 
producer of flying acts. - He 
would train them and send them 
out on the road. At one time he 
had some 20 or 25 flying acts 
scattered in shows and circuses 
around the country.

E was known as the best 

trainer in the business. Any- 

one who wanted to be trapeze 
artist went to Bloomington and 
Eddie as naturally as an aspiring 
painter goes to Paris. The town 
became world famous among 
trapeze artists. 

“When foreign performers came 
to this country,” Voise told me, 
“the first thing they would ask 
is ‘where is Bloomington, Ii.’ 
When they learned it was just a 
little town out in the Middle West 
they couldn't believe it.” 

Well, anyway, Eileen joined one 
of the Ward acts, known as the 
Flying Wards, and went to Bloom- 
ington to train. In the same sea- 
son there appeared a young man 
named Harold Voise, who had also 
come to train for the same act. 
Both the Voises admit it was love 
at first sight. They’ve been mar- 
ried now for 21 years. 

They toured for a number of 
years as part of a Ward troupe. 
The Ward acts were big acts, us- 
ing nine persons and a triple rig- 
ging. This included a man catcher 
in the center, two lady catchers 
on either side, and six persons on 


the board. The board is that little 
platform from which they take 
off when they do a trick. 

The acts were spectacular all 
right, but Harold always felt there 
was so much going on, with all 
those acrobats flying through the 
air, that people became confused 
and didn't really see half of what 
was happening. So he decided 
to try a small act of his own, with 
just three persons. That way 
spectators could get the full bene- 
fit of each trick and appreciate 
how difficult they really are. 

The idea was good. He took 
on his brother, George and they 
were so successful that for three 
years, back in the middle thirties, 
they were featured with Ringling 
Brothers, along with the Cadonas 
and Concellos, both famous acts. 

Most of the flying trapeze tricks 
are basic and included in every 
artist’s repertoire. Such, for in- 
stance, as the somersault and the 
double somersault. These also in- 
clude a trick which is known 
among trapeze artists as the “fli- 
fus.” This is the trick in which 
the man in the air does a somer- 
sault and a half twist and grabs 
hold of‘a bar which is held by 
the catcher as he swings out hang- 
ing by his knees. This trick was 
originated some 25 years ago by 
an artist named Alec Todd who is 
now retired and lives in Belleville, 
Till. He was a star of one of the 
Ward troupes. The trick was gen- 
erally used for several years, but 
had no name. Finally someone 
said “let’s just call it a flifus, for 
want of a better name,” and flifus 
it has been ever since. 

If you have wondered, as I 
have,’ how the trapeze always is 
where it should be at the right 
time, down to a split second, you 
will be interested to , know that 
this is something of an art in it- 
self. The business of releasing 
the trapeze at just the right time, 
and with the right amount of mo- 
mentum, is called “dropping.” 
And a good dropper, Voise told 
me, is a mighty hard thing to find. 
A man has to have an almost in- 
stinctive sense of timing. He has 
to know not only just when to

“The thing weighs about seven ’ 
pounds,” Voise explained, “and 
if it hits you in the head it can 
stun you.” A man stunned in 
mid-air is in trouble.

F you think the drop into the

antest part of the act, you may 
be surprised to learn it can be 
the most dangerous. Eileen once 
tore a ligament in her right 
shoulder from falling wrong on 
the net.
